_ Tonight Professor Joseph M. Miller, the 
music teacher of Carrie Jennett, is under ar- 
rest and a blood-stained hatchet and blood 
stains on his garments may convict him of 
Ahe murder of his pupil. _ William M. Jones, 
who roomed at. Heywood’s house, has been 
arrested as the murderer of his landlord. A 
revolver, identified by Heywood’s son as the 
property of Jones, and a hammer that fits 
a wound on Heywood’s head, furnish the 
strongest links in the evidence against Jones. 


| . Heywood Case a Mystery. 
George H. Heywood was head bookkeeper 


of the Michigan malleable iron works. His 
battered and lifeless body was found at day- 
light this morning within 100 feet of his 
home. Heywood’s murderer first shot him 
and then crushed in his forehead with some 
heavy instrument. He attended a dance 
last night, and started home at 1 o’clock. 
Suspicion .at once pointed to William M. 
Jones, and he was arrested. The police 
searched his room at the Heywood house. 
Jones was a plumber and made a specialty 
of repairing gas stoves. In his kit of tools 
was found a machinist’s hammer, which, the 


forehead. 

In a lot near where the body was dis- 
covered a revolver was found, which Hey- 
wood'’s young son at first positively identi- 
fied as belonging to Jones,"'Later in the day, 
however, the boy was not so sure of the 
identification. Jones was cool and collected 
throughout his “‘ sweating.” 

Heywood's little daughter says*she heard 
a shot fired at 3 o’clock this morning. The 
police have located persons who saw Hey- 
wood three blocks from his home at five 
minutes before 3 o’clock. Mrs. Heywood 
told the police that at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing she gave Jones a headache powder. 

Miss Jennett, who was 22 years of age and 
who would have become a mother ina few 


jast night. She was felled by a blow on the 
head, which broke her neck, and her throat 
was cut from eartoear. A blow from some 
instrument made a hale in the middle of her 
forehead, and behind her left ear was a deep 
stab wound. Another blow had crushed her 
face. Her mutilated body was foundat mid- 


ing. 

Miss Jennett left a meeting of the Re- 
bekah Lodge, of which she was a member, 
at 10 o’clock and was not seen alive again. 


Hatchet May Convict Miller. 

What the police consider the strongest link 
in the chain of circumstantial evidence they 
are weaving around Professor Miller, aged 
47, music teacher, and a married man with 
a family, who is accused of murdering Miss 
Jennett, was discovered this evening. Itisa 
*blood-stained hatchet which was found in the 
drawer of a table in Miller’s kitchen. 

Late in the afternoon Special Policeman 
Max Grossman, while searching Milier’s 
house at 1466 Bighteenth street, discovered 
a small hatchet. On its blade were blood 
stains, which had been partially removed, 
apparently with a damp rag. It was taken 
to a chemist,.who declared the blood was 
fresh, am it will be examined to see whether 
it is human blood or not. 


Professor in Sweatbox, 


Miller was placed in the sweatbox tonight. 
He.was quizzed about the hatchet, but main- 
tained a stubborn silence, although this 
morning he fainted when shown the blood- 
on the wristbands of his shirt. _ 

The gashes in the dead girl’s neck fit the 
biade of “tthe hatchet. The police believe 


‘they have the last link in the chain of cir- 


cumstantial evidence surrounding the music 
teacher. They predict Miller will break down 
and confess. He has changed wonderfully 
since the dramatic scene this morning short- 
ly after he was arrested and maintains a 
calm exterior. Tonight, after the sweatbox 
episode was finished, he rolled himself in his 
blanket in hjs cell and quietly went to sleep. 


Miller Sets Up Alibi. 

‘Miller claims that last night he attended 
a meeting of the Wolverine circle, an ineur- 
ance association, in its hall on Baker street, 
and that he did not leave there until 11 
o'clock. 

He said he had known Mise Jennett for five 
or six years and that he had been her music 
teacher. Miller’s statement about the time 
he left the meeting is not borne out. Miller 
attended the meeting or entertainment in the 
Baker street hall, but others who were there 
say he left the place before 11 o'clock. 


| Disputes Professor’s Claim. 
Mrs. Koch, accountant for Wolverine 
Lodge, P. H. C., was seen at her home in 
Twentieth street. 

“Yes, I know Mr. Miller and I saw him 
at the lodge last night,’’ she said. ‘‘ There 
were quite a number there, but I remember 
distinctly seeing him, because when he was 
leaving I was standing at the back of the 
hali and had a conversation with him. Isaw 
him going out, and it was then between 10 
and 10:80 o'clock. I am quite sure it was no 
later. Possibly nearer 10 than 10:30.”"’ 

Miss Koch also remembered it was shortly 
after 10 that Mr. Miller left the hall.

The office even has been so profitable that 
the inspector has been able to divide his 
salary with Frank Kilcrane, a Democratic 
politician of the West Side. Kilcrane, it ap- 
ars, is the power behind the throne in the 
oiler Inspector's office.

Chairman Mavor a the Council Finance 
committee estimated yesterday that the in- 
spectors in the last five years have retained 
something like $25,000 which does not belong 
tothem. Alderman Foreman figures that the 
present inspector and his predecessor owe 
‘the city $4,068 for the year 1901 alone. 

The more figuring the Aldermen do the 
clearer, they say, the proof becomes that the 
law has not been observed in the boiler inspec- 
tor’s office. 


What the Law Requires. 

The law reads that all fees for the office 
shall be divided equally between the city and 
the Boiler Inspector up to $15,000. After 
that sum has been reached all shall go tothe 
city. The intent was to make the inspector's 
salary $7,500. The practice, however, is al- 
leged to have been to keep on dividing with- 
out regard to the $15,000 limit. 

In addition, it is alleged, where boflers 
were inspected at night, as frequently hap- 
pened when manufacturers did not want to 
have their plants shut down, an extra fee 
was charged for “ overtime.” 

The city did not even share in this. 


James C. Blaney wais appointed inspector 
on July 1, 1901, to succeed Inspector Schlacks. 
According to Alderman Foreman’s calcula- 
tions the figures of the office for the year 
which the two men shared are as follows:

Mobs Building Barricades\in

SOLDIERS NOT TRUSTED.

MEN GET BEYOND CONTROL. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] — 
BRUSSELS, April 11, 3 a. m.—More than 
thirty persons, including women and chil- 
dren, were wounded in an encounter between 
rioters and police late on Thursday night.

Fighting in the Streets. | 

The first was.in the Rue des Minimes, 
where the mob pelted the police with cobble- 
stones. The police then charged with fixed 
bayonets, and as a result three men were 
severely and several others slightly wound- 
ed. The mob then proceeded to the Rue 
Stevens, in front of the Maison du Peuple, 


Over a hundred shots were fired from both 
sides. The women and children were wound-

Street Car Tracks Torn Up. 

Toward midnight this district of Brussels 
had the appearance of a city in revolt. The 
rioters had torn up the street car rails and 
erected a sort of barricade to fortify their 
position at the Maison. By strenuous efforts 
the police managed to clear the Rue Stevens, 
but the Maison du Peuple was left in posses- 
sion of the rioters. 

MM. Defnet and Del Pastee, Socialist mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies, addressed 
°a crowd outside the Maison du Peuple. They 
advised all workingmen to prepare for a 
general strike on April 15, but meanwhile to 
remain calm. 

Their hearers noisily protested against the 
advice to keep calm. Conservatives and

Crowds in Fighting Humor. 

After the meeting the Socialistis paraded 
ithe streets of the city, smashing the windows 
of churches and cafés, firing revolvers, and 
singing revolutionary songs. There were 
several collisions with the police and the 
civic guards, who were forced to use their 
bayonets and the butts of their rifles on the 
rioters. Several of the latter were injured 
and others were arrested.

Soldiers May Be Mutinous. 

One of the worst features of the situation 
is that the fourteen regiments of militia 
weserves called to the colors are not to be 
trusted.

RIO? CALL FOR HOLDUP 


EIGHT MEN ATACK SALOON AND 
_ ONE IS FATALLY SHOT. 


Michael Densley Taken to the County 
Jail Hospital is a Dying Condition 
After an Attempt to Rob the Saloon 
of A. Donowicsz on Morgan Street— 
Owner in a Fusillade of Revolver 
Shots—Two Men Arrested—Same 
Gang in an Earlier Holdup. 

The police of the Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 

tion responded to a riot call, sent in at 2 

o'clock this morning, and found Michael 

Densley, a laborer, probably fatally wound- 

ed in a saloon at 3437 Morgan street. 

According to the assertion of the saloon- 
keeper, A. Donowicz, the wounded man was 
one of a party of eight who had attempted 

to rob his place a few minutes earlier. A 

struggle was made by him in which a score 

of revolver shots were fired, the ceiling and 
windows of the place being riddled. 


Two Men Arrested. 
- Herman Aedicl and A. Tolaczynski, said 
to be members of the party with Densley, 


were arrested, while the wounded man |}. 


was taken to the County Jail Hospital. 

During the brawl Charles Aschen, who re- 
sides above the saloon, and was attracted 
by the shooting, was robbed of $8 ail se- 
verely beaten about the head. 


Others May Have Been Shot. 

It is believed that several others were 
shot during the battle, as blood stains 
were observable along the sidewalk in front 
of the saloon. 

At 3 a. m. no other arrests had been made 
by the police. 

At the County Jail Hospital the condition 
of Densley was said to be serious. He is 35 


‘years old and is not known to the police. 


All the men arrested are Polish laborers 
who deny any intent of robbing the place. 


Another Saloon Robbed. 

An hour earlier a saloon at 3554 Morgan. 
street was rotbed by a number of men. 

In the first saloon robbery reported the 
proprietor was severely beaten by a crowd 
of men who had beén drinking in the place 
for some time before the proprietor was held 
up. 
Several names were secured from the men 
arrested, and the police expect that a num- 
‘er of arrests will be made during the day.

RICH NEGRO FOUNDS SCHOOL. 


Colone] John McKee of Philadelphia 
Leaves $2,000,000 for the Train- 
ing of White and Colored Boys. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 10.—[Special.)— 
By the terms of the will of Colonel John 
MeKee, who died here a few days ago and 
was accounted the richest negro in the 
United States, an estate valued at $2,000,- 
000 is left to Archbishop Ryan of the Arch- 
diocese of Philadelphia as trustee. 

The will directs that the estate shall be 
used to build a Catholic church, rectory, 
and convent in McKee City, N. J., and to 
build and maintain a school for white and 
colored orphan boys. 

The testator also directs that the executors 
shall build and maintain in Philadelphia an 
educational institution to be known as Mc- 
Kee College, at which the curriculum shall 
conform as nearly as possible to that of the 
United States Naval Academy, in which the 
students shall be white and colored male 
orphans. The executors are further directed 
to enter into negotiations. with the Secretary 
of the Navy for the use of a cruiser or bat- 
tleship on which the advanced students can 
complete their training. 

To his daughter, Abble’ A. Syphax, the 
deceased bequeathed an annuity of $300 a 


‘year and to his grandson, Harry McKee. 


Minton, the son of a daughter, now dead, 
an annuity of $50. 

Colonel McKee was buried this éfbermect

Guessing at the Terms. 

‘The Ministry has given no hint of the nature 
of the final terms to which the Boers have 
agreed. It is certain that the British gov- 
wrnment has not conceded Boer independ- 
ence. 

The Ministry may have agreed to leniency 
in dealing with the Cape Colony rebels and 
been more generous in advancing money to 
rebuild the ruined Boer farms. It is proba- 
ble that the order of banishment has been 
rescinded and that the Boers have been as- 
sured that their property will not be con- 
fiacated. 

Kruger Not Consulted. 

It will be noted that in these negotiations 
the Boers in Europe have not been consulted. 
«The men who followed President Kruger to 
Europe and who have loudly insisted that 
no terms of peace will be considered that 
do not include absolute independence to the 
Boers have not been asked for advice. 

The dispatches this morning indicate that 
the terms have been cabled to the Boer 
agents in Europe; but it is felt here that 
any terms agreed to by the men who have 
‘porne the brunt of the fighting and the hard- 
ships of the campaign will end the war. 


- Transvaalers Ready for Peace. 
It has been known for weeks that the 


Transvaalers are practically ready to make 
peace, but that the Orange Free Staters are 
not. It is well understood that Acting Presi- 
fJent Schalk Burger, Secretary Reitz, and 
Lucas Meyer went to’the Orange Free State 
In an endeavor to induce President Steyn, 
De Wet, and Delarey to agree to end the war. 

Schalk Burger and his party arrived at Pre- 
toria on Saturday, March 22, on a special 
train from Balmoral, fifty miles elst. They 
came to Balmoral under a flag of truce and 
were not only granted a safe conduct through 
the British lines, but were furnished with 
special trains. 


First Talk with Kitchener. ; 

At Pretoria Schalk Burger had a brief in- 
terview with Lord Kitchener and then left 
on another special train for Kroonstad.

On March 61 it was announced that Steyn

Peace Rumors Excite London.

MORE MULES SAIL TO AFRICA. 


Another Transport Is Loaded at Port 
Chalmette, La., and United States — 
Makes No Protest. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

New Orleans, La., April 10.—[Special.]— 
One thousand American mules left Port 
Chalmette today to join the British forces in 
south Africa. To choruses of Ga-youhs ”’ 
sung out in cyclonic yells and the prodding 
of the sticks, they marched abourd the 
transport Honorius like so many veterans. 
Within less than! three hours they had been 
stowed away in tiers of stalls, ranging from 
thirty feet below the water line to the upper 
decks. A small army of muleteers had been 
passed aboard after careful inspection, and 
the vessel was off on its thirty-two days’ 
cruise to Cape Town. | 

There was nothing secret about the load- 
ing. Every section of the vessel was open to 
visitors who could show any reason as to 
why they should look on. There were no 
firearms or ammunition nearer than the 
hardware stores in New Orleans ten mil 
away. As a contradiction of the charges 0 
Boer representatives that muleteers are 
being shipped for army service on the other 
side, it was a coincidence that all the sixty 
men shipped for this work were negroes. As 
each man clamberéd aboard he was searched 
to a that he carried neither knife nor re- 
volver.

Automatic fans 
and mechanical ventilators were buzzing, 
forcing pure air into these lower quarters. 

At this. point Port Chalmette echoed with 
one cyclone of yells, ‘‘ Send down another 
mule.’’ ‘“ Let ’em come down the chute.” 
** You fellows doing nothing but loaf up there 
on deck,’’ and a hundred variations on the 
theme, frequently interspersed with sulphur- 
ous language poured up from the hold. 

Out on the temporary bridge, over the 
chutes, came the constant echo, *‘ Get in and 
lead him.’ It was the repeated order of Dr. 
Davis, as one mule would back up like a 
steam engine and stop the entire line. 
“Don’t try whip persuasion; it'll do no 
good.”” Then a man would spring forward 
to the leading rope, and thus escorted the 
obstinate mule would lead off with a rush, as 
if the cotillon had just started. ares 

For two hours this march and its uproar 
kept up. Then every mule had been stowed 
away in its berth, the lines were cast off, and 
out in the middle of the river the Honorius 
dropped anchor. 


Sixty Negro Muleteers. 

Tearing up from the city came a river tug, 
dragging a heavy barge. On the latter sixty 
negro boys clambered about and sang the 
songs of the levee and the bayou. The barge 
was crowded up beside the transport and 
the march of the shipping muleteers up the 
ladder began. At the head of the way stood 
Captain Eden and his men.

New Orleans saw this same 
method when the United States had its war 
days in Cuba. It was found that two days 
were required by this method to load 500 
mules, and then the present system was 
adopted.

YERKES EXPLAINS NEW PLANS. 


American Promoter Will Ultimately 
Invest $75,000,000 in London 
Underground Railroads. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 10.—Charles T. Yerkes 
Stated today that his system of underground 
electric railways for London would be fin- 
ished in three years, and that at the end of 
that time he would give the metropolis a 
complete system of intramural transporta- 
tion on the basis of cheap fares and rapid 
transit. The system will ultimately cost 
$75,000,000. 

His statement was called out by the an- 
nouncement, made yesterday, that he had 
secured through Speyer Bros. of London and 
New York and the Old Colony Trust com- 
pany of Boston an additional $20,000,000 to 
carry out his projects. | 


First Company Too Small. 
Continuing his statement Mr. Yerkes said: 
“Two years ago I came to London and 

purchased the old Charing Cross, Euston 
and Hampstead charter. My projects ex- 
panded under force of circumstances. It be- 
came necessary for me to take in the Baker 
street and Waterloo system, the Brompton 
and Piccadilly line, and the Great Northern 
and Strand. Thus I had four systems, prac- 
tically embracing the entire London under- 
ground territory. | 

“But I found that my original company 
was too small to handle the enlarged under- 
taking. Its capital was only $5,000,000. So 
I went to the United States and secured the 
necessary backing to warrant me in form- 
ing a new company with $25,000,000 capital.”’ 

As announced yesterday, Mr. Yerkes has 
secured the backing of Speyer Bros of Lon-' 
don and Speyer & Co. of New York and the 
Old Colony Trust company of Boston in a 
proposal to form a new company with $25,- 
000,000 capital, for the purpose of carrying 
out his electric underground concessions in 
London. This capital. it is understood, is 
eventually to be increased to $75,000,000. Mr. 
Yerkes will be President, but the directors, 
with the exception of Mr. Abbott of 
Boston, will be English. The capital will be 
furnished by the Speyers and the Old Colony 

company. 

Views of London Press. 

The Pall Mall Gazette this afternoon, com- 
menting on the subject, says the announce- 
ment of the new company “ should be re- 
ceived with general satisfaction, sharply 
contrasting as it does with the piecemeal 
particularism and preference for the indi- 
vidual rather than for union which have 
ever been characteristic of British activity 
in general and British railway activity in 
particular.”’ 

On the other hand, the Westminster Ga- 
zette points out that this self-congratulation 
over the part played by British capital is 
not warranted, as the Speyers are quite as 
American as the Morgans. This paper, 
however, echoes the opinions of the Pall 
Mall Gazette that Londoners are likely to 
derive benefit from the new company.

GBCIL RHODES IN HIS TOME 


DEAD EMPIRE BUILDER BURIED 
IN THE MATOPPO HILLS. 


Immense Throng of Whites and Two 
Thousand Blacks Unite in Last 
Service to the South African Lead- 
er—Natives Sacrifice Fifteen Oxen 
to the Shade of the Departed Chief— 
St. Paul’s in London Crowded to. 

Hear Tributes. 


BULUWAYO, Matabeland, April 10.— 
Amid an immense throng of soldiers, civil- 
jans, and natives, the body of Cecil Rhodes 
was today committed to its rock tomb in the 
Matoppo Hills. The coffin was shrouded in 
a Union Jack, and the wreath sent by Queen 
Alexandra was laid upon it as it was lowered 
into the grave. 

The funeral party started from Fuller's 
Hotel early this morning. The procession 
was five miles long as it wound through the 
hills and gorges. Every sort of conveyance 
was made use of. Some were on foot, others 
were on horseback or on bicycles, while still 
others were in wagons and carriages. When 
the procession was a mile from the grave 

and concluded the 
journey on foot. i | 


Native Rites Performed. 


Twelve oxen hauled the coffin to the almost 
inaccessible summit of the kopje, where the 
chiefs, Shembi, Faku, and Umgula, and 2,000 
natives had assembled to witness the Chris- 
tian intermers* Stes, which they afterwards 
supplemented in their own fashion by the 
sacrifice of fifteen oxen to the shade of the 
great dead chief. 7 

The Bishop of Mashonaland, who conduct- 
ed the interment service, said: 

**I consecrate this place forever. Here he 
thought, here he lived and died for the em- 
pire.’’ 

When the coffin was lowered into the tomb 
chiseled in the solid rock all those present 
sang ‘‘Old Hundred’’ and ‘‘ Now the La- 
borer’s Task Is O’er.’’ The remainder of the 
funeral service was chanted, and the band 
played the ‘Dead March in Sau’.’” The 
tomb was covered with wreaths, and the 
great crowd departed, leaving the empire- 
builder alone on the wind swept hill. |

PRESIDEN OFF FOR HOME 


ROOSEVELT BIDS FAREWELL TO 
SOUTH AMID CHEERS. 


Train Bearing Chief Executive and 
Party Passes Through Ranks of En- 
thusiastic People Across the Two 
Carolinas—Makes Three Speeches, 
Thanking the Southerners for Kind 
Greetings—Praises Charleston and 

Its Exposition in Hearty Manner, 


Salisbury, N. C., April 10.—The visit of 
President Roosevelt to the South terminated 
today, and tonight he is nearing Washing- 
ton. When the President came down-stairs 
at Summerville this morning he held an in- 
formal reception inthe hotel parlors and 
shortly afterward, accompanied by most of 
his party, was taken for a drive to Dor- 


chester, the site of the old Spanish fort. 


The tea farm of Dr. Shepherd, not far 
from the inn, was visited and a number of 
diminutive negro pickers lined up in front 
of Dr. Shepherd's house and sang the “* Star 
Spangled Banner.’’ The President thanked 
them. He also congratulated Dr. Shep- 
herd on the work he is doing. The party 
was then driven to the station, where the 


| special train was in waiting. A company 


of marines, who had acted as the Presi- 
dents’ guard while at Charleston, was lined 
up on the platform. The President thanked 
them for their services. 


Cheers as Train Starts. 

The train pulled out for Washington amid 
the cheers and hurrahs of a large crowd that 
had gathered at the station. In the towns 
through which the Presidential train passed 
on the return journey cheering crowds lined 
the tracks to catch a glimpse of Mr. Roose- 
velt. At BranchviHe, 8S. C., where a stop was 
made for ‘water, the President came out on 
the rear platform and bowed his acknowl- 
edgements to the 300 persons, who rushed 
for hs car and cheered him. Although no 
stop was made at Orangeburg, fully 1,000 
persons were waiting for the train. 

A crowd had gathered at the station at 
Columbia, and there was a rush for the 
President’s car. The students of the South 
Carolina College gave their college yell. 


President Makes a Speech. 
The President, who had been standing on 


the platform with Mrs. Roosevelt, made a_ 


short speech, in which he said this was but 
another evidence of the cordial treatment 
he had received while in the State. He 
said he thought he was a good American 
when he came to South Carolina, but that 
he was a better ome when he left. Consid- 


erable laughter was caused when he grasped } 


the outstretched hand of a little girl and 
said he was partial to children because he 
had a half dozen of them himself. Following 
is his speech in full: . | 

"*] thank you most heartily for your cour- 
tesy in coming forward to greet me this 
afternoon, and it is only one of the expres- 
sions of courtesy with which I have been 
treated while in your great State. I have 
enjoyed every moment of the three days I 
have been down here. I think I wasa pretty 
good American when I came down, but I am 
a’ better American as I leave your borders. 
and let me ask you to support to the best of 
your ability the exposition in Charleston. 
I ‘ask that not only of you but of all our 
people in the union. It is a grand tribute 
to the energy, the forethought, and the 
business enterprise of the people of Charles- 
ton that they should have planned and built 
so really beautiful an exposition, and they 
deserve all the help they can possibly have 
in it. I wish them well, I wish you well, and 
I thank you for the way you have received 
me.’’ 


Talks at Chester, S. C. : 

Winnsboro and Chester, S. C., turned out 
crowds. At the latter place the President 
appeared on the rear platform. There was 
@ loud call for Mrs. Roosevelt, and when she 
came out a great shout went up. The Presi- 
dent spoke, saying: 

“I want to thank you, I want to thank the 
people of both the Carolinas, for»the recep- 
tion I have met with today and during the 
¢wo preceding days. I have appreciated to 
the full the hospitality of the people of 
Charleston and marveled at the beauty of 
their exposition. The welcome that has been 
extended to me in your State will be an in- 
spiration in my public life, and I shall en- 
deavor so to conduct myself always that 


qvou and all other Americans shall have 


weason to be satisfied with the way your 
affairs are managed.” 

The 750 students and others at the Win- 
throp Female Academy at Rockhill requested 
the President to stop there if possible, and 
the whole town was waiting. No stop was 
made, but the President gave them an op- 
portunity to see him by coming out on th 
platform. 


Speaks in/North Carolina. 

The first stop’in the Tar Heel State was at 
Charlotte, The demonstration there was no 
less enthusiastic than in the Palmetto. 
State. The President was forced to make a 
speech, in which he said: 

“I am glad to have the chance of greeting 
you tonight to say how much I appreciate 
your having come. Some one in the audi- 
ence has spoken of the Mecklenburg declar- 
ation.

TSILKA BABY A BLESSING. 


New York, April 10.—[Special.]—Miss Ellen 
M. Stone, looking none the worse for her long 
captivity among bandits in Bulgaria, but 
tired from.a week's seasickness, arrived here 
today on the steamship Deutschland. 

‘This is the happiest moment of my life,” 
she said, as her brother, Charles A. Stone, 
greeted her saon after the vessel reached 
quarantine. After spending a quarter of an 
hour in her stateroom, the brother and sister 
came out to see those who had gone down to 
meet the steamship aboard the revenue cut- 
ter Calumet. 

‘*T suppose you want to hear all about the 
brigands,’’ said Miss Stone, speaking pleas- 
antly and evidently willing to talk about her 
painful experiences. ‘‘ They were not quite 
so fierce as you think,.perhaps, but they said 
many insulting things and many harsh 
words. They never struck or beat us, 
though.” 

The misstonary was dressed in a dark hlue 
eton suit, with a plainly trimmed hat of the 
same color. She looked happy, and inter=> 
spersed her remarks with expression of joy 
at her safe return to America. Her voice, 
which is rather weak, seemed about to 
break down several times, but she told much 
about her experiences before the vessel was 
warped inte the dock. 

‘The day the brigands took us away was 
Sept. 3. They pounced upon our party of 
eleven late in the afternoon. There were 
about fifty of them, I should judge, and the 
attack was so sudden that resistance would 
have been useless, even if we had desired to 
make any. Except for Mr. Tsilka, we were 
unarmed. He started to fire his pistol, when 
the brigands took his wife away, but the 
others im the party prevented him. 

‘“*It is not true that Mme. Tsilka was held 
for ransom. Our captors simply took her 
along as my, chaperon. They always do 
that, no mention Dest old their captive is, if 
she is single. ey meant to take the first 
married woman they could‘find, but the first 
one was Mrs. Wosheva, a native missionary 
and a widow, who was if. They therefore 
decided upon Mme. Tsilka, and I was after- 
ward glad they did, for a reason that I will 
expalin to you. 


Baby Made Things Easier. 

?* Beven weeks before we were released a 
baby was born to Mme. Tsilka. Before this 
the brigands kad become so insulting and 
cruel in their| talk that it was almost un- 
bearable, but |the appearance of the baby 
stopped all this. The brigands of Turkey 
believe a curse will settle on them if they 
do harm to a child or its mother, and our 
treatment was, therefore, excellent after 
that. We began to get better food, although 
I must admit it had always been fairly good, 
and the sneering remarks stopped. 

‘“‘It was when the negotiations for our 
release became disturbed that we received 
worse treatment. ‘ You are to die within 
twenty days from now,’ or ‘* We'll put a 
bullet through your brain soon,’ were some 
of the pleasant things they said to us, but, 
thank heaven, they did not harm us. 

‘* The brigands never told us when we were 
to be released. Finally the main body of 
men disappeared and we saw that only two 
remained. I suspected that something 
strange was about to happen, and asked one 
of them where the rest of the party had 
gone. ‘ You will never see them again,’ he 
replied. ‘You are going to friends.’ You 
can imagine the effect these words had on us. 
Mme. Tsilka hugged me, and I hugged her, 
and we cried aloud for joy. That we were 
to be released seemed hardly possible, but 
here I am, thanks to God's will and the 
prayers of the American people.’’ 

Miss Stone told how she first went to Bul- 
garia twenty-three years ago as a teacher in 
a girls’ boarding school of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, Soon afterward 
she became engaged in missionary work 
outside. It is now four years since she 
visited this country. 


Knows Little About Brigands. 
She was asked if the brigands of Bulgaria 
were anything like the brigands dépicted on 
the stage. She replied, laughingly, that she 
could:not tell, as she had never visited a 
theater in her life. Whether her capture 
had been for political or mercenary reasons 


she could not say, and she did not know 


whether she would ever again return to. 
Bulgaria. 

The Turkish government, she said, refused 
to hold itself responsible for her capture, 
claiming that she should have had a guard 
with her. This claim, she said, was ridiculous, 
inasmuch as the capture was effected in 
broad’ daylight and a large number of sol- 


diers would have been necessary to protect 


her from so many brigands. Ail the men 
jJooked like Turks and talked the Turkish 
language, but she was not sure that that was 


their nationality. 


Miss Stone will go to Chelsea, Mass., to 
visit her mother.

‘ARMED MEN DERY 


KENOSHA ROUTED BY CROWD oF 
ISLAND HOSTILES. 


Effort to Build an Isolation ‘Hospital 
Just Out in the Harbor Is Resented 
by Residents, Who Threaten ito 
Throw the Invaders Into the Lake 
Contest Begins at Midnight and 
Lasts Twelve Hours—Site Shifted to 

a Cemetery. 


Kenosha, Wis., April 10.—[Spectal.]—Twa 
hundred defiant men, most of them armed 
with guns or clubs, today turned the city 
administration from its purpose of building 
an isolation hospital on Washington Island. 
Most of the hostiles were residents of the is- 
land, a number of them being employés of 
the government live-saving station or the 
lighthouse. 

The contest began at midnight and ended 
at noon, when the city officials withdrew 
from the field and announced that the hos- 
pital probably would be built in the city 
cemetery. 

Washington Island lies just out in the har- 
bor, and is connected with the shore by « 
foot bridge. After the city had been de- 
feated in its efforts to build the hospital on 
a number of other sites, it was suggested 
that the island be used. 

There immediately came a storm of pro- 
tests from the islanders and the city author- 
ities planned to steal a march.. This morn- 
ing, shortly after midnight, contractors 
dumped lumber on the island, and a dozen 
or more carpenters appeared for work. 


City Forces Put to Rout. 

The life-savers were on the alert, however, 
and soon the news had been spread over the 
island. A crowd assembled, and one of the 
Hife-savers made himself spokesman, 

“If you don't get out of here at once we 
will throw you all in the lake,” he declared. 

The crowd shouted its approval, and the 
contractor and his men ran for the mainland. 
at top speed. 

After a time some of the residents returned 
to their beds, but not until arrangements 
had been made to sound an alarm shouldthe 
city’s forces return.

Macomb, Ill., April 10.—[Special.]—Law- 
rence Y. Sherman's official and political atti- 
tude in every particular was approved by 
the McDonough County convention today, 
and the delegates to the Senatorial conven- 
tion were instructed to vote for his renom- 
ination. He was placed at the head of the 
delegation to the State convention, and he 
left here tonight with the knowledge that 
he has back of him every delegate from the 
Fourteenth Congressional District except 
half a dozen in Rock Island County. 

In his speech to the convention this etter- 
noon Sherman declared it was his intention 
to introduce in the Republican State conven- 
tion a resolution demanding that the Legis- 
lature pass a State civil service law. He 
added: “It makes no difference to me per- 
sonally if the resolution is carried or lost, 
but I serve notice right here to those who 
oppose such a measure that, if the convention 
votes down that resolution, I will be in the 
State convention of 1904 with the same reso- 
lution and it will be adopted.”’

Wagner was undeniably diffusive and not 
infrequently tautological, and there are in 
all of his works, save possibly “ Tannhiu- 
ser” and “ Flying Dutchman,” scenes that 
can be shortened and in several instances 
omitted entirely. without causing any break 
in the continuity of the music-drama, and 
thereby tend materially to hasten the overde- 
liberate movement of the performance. In 
none of the works are these *‘ bad quarter- 
hours ’’ more numerous than in the trilogy, 
and it is wisdom on the part of any con- 
ductor having charge of performances given 
under usual operatic conditions to shorten 
or eliminate these unnecessary and wearying 
scenes. Mr. Damrosch cut the score of 


_“ Walktire”’ skillfully on Tueésday, and last 


evening the same deft hand was observable 
in the shaping of “‘ Siegfried.’ 

That the long question scefie between the 
Wanderer and Mime was retained entire in 
the first act—a scene of great orchestral 
beauty, but not absolutely essential to the 
unfoldment of the story—was due doubtless 


to the presence in the cast of Mr. Van Rooy. 


and Mr. Reiss, who gave the two characters 
with rare excellence. For a similar reason 
the scene between Erda (Mme. Schumann-

As for the performance, it was one of much 
merit, and many pleasure-giving qualities. 
The orchestra was again a source of satis- 
faction and sincere enjoyment, and the 
scenic enframement Was as a whole deserv- 
ing of warm praise. The lights were handled 
with somewhat more regard for Wagner's 
directions than in the preceding perform- 
ances, although the ‘ clearest blue sky and 
brightest daylight ’’ which is ordered for the 
opening of the scene on Brunnhilde Rock 
were not forthcoming until late, and the im- 
pression of height the setting should give 
was wanting. The sets for the three other 
scenes were admirable, however, the one at 
the beginning of the third act being espe- 
cially beautiful and effective, As for the 
Dragon, it was the best one has ever seen in 
this country or in Europe, and although the 
Forest Bird flew with even more effort than 
it sang, its actions did not seriously mar the 
realism of the scene. The anvil, too, be- 
haved well, and split open at the proper 
emoment. 

The star of the performance was Mr. Reiss,

will hunt throughout the world in vain for 
its equal in excellence. He makes of the 
dwarf a living, active personality, one whose 
genuineness and marked individuality are’un- 
mistakable, and his characterization is as 
skillfully consistent as it is complete in the 
detail and fine touches that prove the pres- 
ence of high dramatic intelligence and thor- 
ough training. And Mr. Reiss not only acts 
the part exceptionally—he sings it, which isa 
thing the other portrayers of the character 
do not do. They all use a sort of whining 
parlando—a thing neither song nor declama- 
tion, but something between the two. And 
yet last evening, when Mr. Reiss sang the 
music throughout, giving to it the cunning, 
the malignancy, and the deceit it expresses, 
by tonal color and fine nuance rather than 
by distortion of the tone itself, the power 
and effectiveness of such treatment were 
made clearly evident. It was a remarkable 
and unique achievement—one not soon to ‘be 
forgotten.

The performance of George Sands’ “ Der 
Marquis von Villemer’’ by Adolph von Son- 
nenthal and members of the Irving Place 
Theater company of New York at Powers’ 
Theater last night presented a number of 
interesting features. ‘The drama is a con- 
versation play, with an unusually simple 
plot, and seartely any action. Its dramatic 
value, in fact, depends more on the oppor- 
tunity it offers to the actors to prove their 
art by gaining strong effects by simple means 
than upon strongly dramatic scenes and sit- 
uations. It isa comedy without pronounced 
humorous character and would become al- 
most insipid were it not for the fact that 
the genius of a man like Mr. Sonnenthal in- 
fuses into it the otherwise lacking element 
of human interest. Some of the scenes are 
exceedingly weak and the closing scene of 
the third act is even more peculiar and awk- 
ward from a dramatic standpoint than the 


Mrs. Hatch.’’ 

The one redeeming feature of the per- 
formance was Mr. Sonnenthal’s masterly 
presentation of the part of Gaetan, Duke of 
Aleria. The great actor, who is now in his

NATIONAL RECIPROCITY 
LEAGUE IS ORGANIZED. 


Won/-Pattisan Association of Prominent 
Business-Men from Different States 
Adopts Constitution—Elects Officers. 


The National Reciprocity league, non- 


partisan, was formed at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel yesterday by eighty business-men 
from different parts of the country. It is 
the outgrowth of the Western Reciprocity 
league, which was formed in Kansas about 
three months ago and has absorbed all of 
the members of the latter. The purposes 
for which the National league is formed are 
to urge upon Congress the necessity of 
making treaties for reciprocal trade rela- 
tions between this country and all of the 
countries with which we now have a trade, 
and to educate the people of the United 
States in all matters regarding reciprocity. 

The convention was called to order by 
Governor W. E. Stanley of Kansas at 11 
o'clock. 

The constitution was adopted at the after- 
noon meeting. Among its principal features 
are the sections stating that any person 
favoring reciprocity is eligible to member- 
ship and authorizing the election of Vice 
Presidents from every State. These officers 
will be elected by the Board of Directors. 
Addresses were made by F. B. Thurber of 
New York, chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions committee of the New York Chamber 
Charles J. Pavey of New 
York, who represented thé Cuban Chamber 
of Commerce; David B. Kirk of Kansas 
City, J. A. Arbuckle of St. Louis, Professor 
Edwin Maxey of Madison, 
Barbour, Detroit; and Alonzo Mather and 
H. C. Staver of Chicago. 

The business of the convention concluded 
with the election of the following officers:

He is on trial himself instead of being the 
accuser of the prison officials. ) 
- From the time he first met the members of 
the Board of State Charities this morning 
Dr. Horne has been on the rack. Telegrams 
from all over the State have urged him 
to let his charges go by default. In addi- 
tion to this the board refused to permit his 
counsel to cross-examine the witnesses or 
do more than suggest questions for Dr. 
Horne to ask. — 

The first frults of victory were obtained by 
the doctor this afternoon when Guard 
Charles Burton pleaded guilty to the accu- 
sation of striking Swaine, a feeble-minded 
convict. The plea is looked upon simply as 
a concession to the board, and Burton will 
seek to prove that he struck the man tosave 


his own life. § , 


Horne Forced: to Appear. 
When the board refuseii to permit Dr. 
Horne’s attorney to be present at the hearing 
the doctor declined to proceed. He sent a 
note to Governor Durbin announcing his 
desire to drop the matter for the present, 


but the board then took the position of prose-. 


cutor and issued a subpeena for Dr. Horne’s 
After a delay of an hour Deputy 
Sheriff J. E. Schultz brought Dr. Horne in 
and the hearing began. 


Allow Attorney Small Powers. 

Dr. Horne appeared before the Board of 
Charities and requested permission to have 
his attorney, J. F. Gallagher, present during 
the hearing. This request and the course of 
the procedure that should be followed was 
taken up and considered untilnoon. At that 
time the board adjourned and Judge Davis 
gave out the following statement: 
“The board has @ecided to permit counsel 
for Dr. Horne to sit beside him, but not to 
participate in the crose-examination. We 
asked Dr. Horne for a list of his, witnesses, 
which he declined to give unless, the board 
admitted his attorney.”’ 


Durbin Reads Horne’s Letters. 

Governor Durbin read letters that had 
passed between him and Dr. Horne, in which 
the doctor referred to Deputy Warden 
Barnard as the personification of brutality, 
the cause of all the trouble in the prison, 
and an unprincipled, bad man. 

In a letter to Trustee Nebker Governor 
Durbin said Dr. Horne’s complaint was not 
the first of the kind that had been presented, 
and the Board of Control could not afford to 
rest under these charges without a careful 
investigation. 


_ In the charges Dr. Horne mentioned the} 


names of twenty-one convicts who, he al- 
leged, had been assaulted by Deputy Warden 
Barnard and the four guards. Of these five 
were insane and two feeble-minded. Almost 
without exception, he said, these men were 
confined in the punishment cells with their 
arms shackled above their heads for from 
two to thirty-six hours. In three instances 
the charges allege the prisoners were taken 
from their cells and beaten with canes by 
the guards. Deputy Warden Barnard was 
accused in all the charges either with hav- 
ing taken part in the assault or having wit- 
nessed it. 
One Guard Pleads Guilty. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
charges the Governor asked Deputy Warden 
Barnard and the four guards what plea they 
desired to make. Barnard and Guards Ne- 
ville, Webster, and Bowlin entered pleas of 
not guilty; Guard Burton pleaded guilty to 
having struck Convict Swain, who was: after- 
wards confined in the punishment cell. 


Horne Gives His Testimony. | 

Dr. Horne took the oath. Judge Davis be- 
gan questioning Dr. Horne, who testified that 
he had been a physician since 18985. His 
home is at Marion, Ind. 
prison physician last fall, although a Demo- 
crat, and took charge on Sept. 5. He served 
until April 1, when he tendered his resigna- 
tion, but was removed béfure the time set 
for it to take effect, May 1. 

‘*T want to say,’’ said Dr. Horne, “ before 
we go into this case that I have no malice or 
grudge against any one. I had a few words 
with Mr. Barnard, but there was no open 
rupture. I spoke of the charges which I have 
made to Trustees Bundy and Kimbrough in 
March. Prior to that I had complained to 
Warden Reid and Warden Shidler, his pre- 
decessor, Of the brutality of Deputy Warden 
Barnard. Warden Shidler said Barnard was 
inclined to be a little brutal at times.”’ 2 


Cites Cases of Brutality. 

Dr. Horne stated that, when Convict Pat- 
terson applied to him on Oct. 8, 1901, and 
complained that he was not able to open his 
eyes, Barnard grabbed Patterson by the 
hair and, applying a vile epithet to him, said 
he (Barnard) would open his eyes for him. 
In case of Convict Crabbe, Dr. Horne said 
Crabbe had been taken from a sick cell to 
the punishment cell on Oct. 15. Crabbe, he 
said, was suffering from paralysis, was half- 
witted, and threatened with a severe attack 
of malaria. — |

Case of Insane Prisoner. 

In the case of Convict Fisher, an insane 
patient, Dr. Horne said he was present when 
Fisher was attacked. When he was called 
he found Fisher bruised and bleeding. Mis 
wounds looked as if he had been struck with 
some sharp instrument. His teeth were 
loose. Said Dr. Horne: “ Prisoner Gibson 
and others told me Guard Bowlin and an- 
other officer had attacked Fisher. The man’s 
brain was injured. I dreesed his wounds and 
he was taken to a cell back of the punish- 
ment cell. On Oct. 28 he was again assaulted 
by Barnard, Neville, and a prisoner. Pris- 
oner Fifer saw it and told me the circum- 
stances. Barnard said it was a fight between 
the two convicts. Barnard had a black eye, 
which he informed me he had received from 
Prisoner Fisher. Fisher said he wanted to 
fight, and, according to Fifer’s statement, 
Barnard opened the cell door and said: ‘ I'll 
fight you: The fight occurred in a place 
where they always take a 
want to hammer «him up.” 

Dr. Horne testified Convict Catlin was at- 
tacked by two men on Nov. 22 and beaten 
until his body was black-and blue. He said 
the man had a mark on his abdomen that 
looked as if he had been kicked.

The government crop report on wheat, is- 
sued yesterday, gives the condition of winter 
wheat on April las 78.7. This compares with 
a condition of 91.7 a year ago, and is the low- 
est April condition, with three exceptions, in 
fifteen years. In curb opinion, not always 
a safe guide, the report was bullish, a higher 


estimate having been expected, and there |}. 


was an advance of %c on the Milwaukee curb 
from the official close here, May wheat clos- 
ing there at 72%c. The department did not 
revise its figures on acreage from the pro- 
vigional estimate of last December of 32,000,- 
900 acres. On that acreage, and with 16.5 
bu as the par yield, a basis too low, if any- 
thing, in the Nght thrown on the general 
question of department figures by the census 
returns, the condition figures suggest a yield 
of 415,000,000 bu winter wheat.

WILL RLBCT NEW BOARDS 


PRODUCTS CONCERNS TO BE 
REORGANIZED. | 


President and Director of Royal 
Trust Company—Chicago Title and 
Trust People Say Depreciation 
Charges Are Not Necessary — Posi- 
tion of Present Piant — Western 
Banks Send Money to New York. 


Reorganizations in management will be 
effected as soon as possible in the Glucose 
Sugar Refining and other constituent corpo- 
rations of the Corn Products company. New 
officers and directors will be chosen to carry 
on the operation of the separate companies, 
which will all be kept alive. The office of the 
National Starch company in New York may 
be abandoned. If it is the business will be 
transacted in the future from the office of 
the Corn Products company. No change will 
be made in the office of the New York Glu- 
cose company, in which Corn Products owns 
a minority interest. The maintenance of the 
Corn Products office in New York disproves 
the story that the Eastern selling agency 
would be in the control of the Standard Oll- 
New York Gjucose people. 

Local people connected with the Corn 
Products company say they do not know 
anything about the New York report of legal 
entanglements in connection with the consol- 
idation. They say that the rights of any 
stockholder in a constituent concern have 
not been changed by the organization of the 
Corn Products company, which is purely a 
stockholding company.

April Crop Report Shows Conditions on 
Firts of the Month Worst in 
Many Years. 


10.—The April re- 
port of the statistician of the Department of 
Agrilculture will show the average condi- 
tion of winter wheat on April 1 to have been 
78.7, against 91.7 on Apri: 1, 1901,-82.1 at the 
corresponding date in 1900, and 82.4 the mean 
of the April averages of the last ten years. 

The averages of the principal States areas 
foliows: Pennsylvania, 82; Ohio, 77; Michi- 
gan, 83; Indiana, 81; Illinois, 90; Tennessee, 
60; Texas, 72; Kansas, 73; Missouri, 91: 
Nebraska and CaMfornia, each 93; anti Okla- 
homa, 67. 

The average condition of winter rye on 
April 1 was 85.4, against 93.1 on April 1, 1901; 
84.8 at the corresponding date in 1900, and 
88.1, the mean of the April averages of the 
last ten years. The averages in the principal 
States are as follows: New York, 92; Penn- 
syivania, 85; Ohio, 82; Michigan, 91; In- 
diana, 80; Illinois, 04; and Kansas, 87. 

The report to be published on May 10 will 
include an estimate of the winter acreage 
abandoned and the condition figures will be 
based on revised estimates of, acreage, in 
which the recently published census report 
for the year 1899 will be given due weight.
